Abolishes Public Cup In 

Interstate Conveyances. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mac- 
Veagh with one swoop abolished 
the time-honored puUic drinking 
cup from railroad cars, vessels and 
other conveyances operated in in- 
terstate traffic anil from depots and 
waiting rooms of common carriers. 

This sweeping order against ' 'any 
drinking cup, glass or vessel for 
common use," effective immedi- 
ately, is in the interest of the na- 
tion's health and was the direct 
result of an investigation by the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice— a branch of the Treasury De- 
partment—which holds the public 
drinking cup to be a menace as a 
carrier of disease. A drinking 
cup, it is said, may contain thous- 
ands of bacteria from disease-in- 
fected persons. 

.Mr. MacVeairh's action consti- 
tuted an amendment to the inter- 
state quarantine regulations. Sher- 
man Allen, assistant secretary ot 
the treasury, stirred by the reve- 
lations of the public health service 
and the fac-t that twenty-six States 
already have laws forbidding the 
use uf the common drinking cup, 
recommended to move to Mr. Muc- 
Veagh and was sustained by the 
Solicitor of the Treasury Depart- 
ment as to the secretary's legal | 
power to make the order. 

Treasury officials recommend 
the traveler equip himself with a 
cleau sheet of white paper which 
by adroit folding can be turned 
into an impromptu drinking cup. 
The "soldier's cup" of childhood 
days will easily serve the purpose. 

Common carriers may now pro- 
vide drinking cups]f,only in case 
they are thoroughly cleansed by 
washing in boiling water after use 
by each in dividual.

CODAT'S lemon had Its primary 
force In connection with the 
affAlr* of natural Israel In the 
days of the Prophet. But when 
we remember that Natural Israel types 
Christendom, we And a value to this 
lesson rery pertinent to our time. 
"And He looked for Judgment [Jus- 
tice], but behold, oppression; for right- 
eousness and, behold, a cry of dis- 
tress." As to the national cry and the 
reason for It, see Terse 8, which reads: 
"Woe unto them that Join house to 
house, that lay field to field, till there 
be no place, that they may be placed 
alone In the midst of the earth I" Here 
we perceive that a spirit of selfishness 
prevailed In Isaiah's day, as It does to- 
day; as then property was disposed to 
accumulate in the hands of the 
successful, so It Is today. As then 
slnn of rast 
neglectful of the fact that "the 
hath the Lord given unto the children 
of men," and not merely to a few, so 
la It today. 

A Time of Trouble. 
Divine disapproval of human hard- 
heartedness, selfishness and neglect of 
poorer brethren, and 
forgetfulness of the 
fact that we are all 
children of one 
blood, amenable to 
the la ws of the sa me 
Creator, brought 
upon the Israelites 
Divine Judgments. 
We believe that the 
Scriptures with "Corporation* hav 
equal clearness tell grotped land." 
of a great "time of trouble" now Im- 
pending over the world, especially over 
Christendom— a time particularly men- 
tioned by St James, saying, "Go to 
now, ye rich men, weep and howl for 
the misery that shall come upon you." 

This trouble Is mentioned In today's 
study, verse 9: "The Lord of Hosts 
said In my bearing, Of a truth many 
be desolate, even great 
fair, without Inhabitant" If 
we rightly appreciate what the Scrip- 
tures foresaw respecting times not far 
ahead of us, we will see that many of 
the great and rich will be In a sad 
plight In their countryside homes, as 
will be some of the poorer In the con- 
gested cities, for the time of trouble, 
it Is declared, will be upon all. 
Music, Revslry, Intoxication. 
The text given us for today's lesson 
comes next in our study.

Veal and the High Cost of Living. 

A movement£must be organized 
in America tof conserve and in- 
crease beef animals. Not only must 
feeders see to it that the animal 



goes to the|packing plant with the 
maximum amount of pounds, pro- 
duced at| the lowest possible cost, 
but a movement Jnmstflbe started 

to prevent the killinar of calves for 
veal, in times past, calves, eggs, 
butter and similar farm products 
have gone into the market with 
too little concern as to actual cost 
of production. There was a liv- 
ing on the| farm; the calf was for 
sale; the several or more cows 
produced enough milk for the 
family and the calves. The four 
or fix e ' dollars which the calf com- 
mands in the market has been just 
like tindingRthe fewjdollars. The 
regular dairymen are still selling 
the calf to avoid the cost of milk 
feeding, and with little thought 
that cheaper foods will raise the 
calf, and at a substantial profit. 
The result is droves and droves of 
calves slaughtered for veal, that if 
raised and fed would overcome the' 
present shortage in beef animals. 

When the fish become thinned 
out in the streams, when the deer, 
the quail and other game become 
scarce, game laws prohibit fishing 
or hunting. Under such laws the 
marketer is stopped from buying 
a quail, even though the bird may 
have been raised as a domestic 
fowl and is offered for sale by the 
owner. Such remedy, if the laws 
are enforced, together with favor- 
able conditions, produces abundant 
game for future hunting seasons. 
In order to carry out the game 
laws it is illegal to kill rabbits, 
except in the open season. Such 
laws are primarily in |the interest 
of the hunter, but have been justi- 
fied in the courts as competent ex- 
ercises of a State's police power. 

It would be regarded as govern- 
mental paternalism to apply such 
an effective remedy against the 
slaughtering of calves under one 
year old. If the courts held pro- 
tective game laws to be right and 
necessary, a law to protect and 
promote the future beef supply 
would ccrtainly.be justified. Aside 
from how to do it, however, meth- 
ods must be put to work to take 
veal, at least for the present, out 
of the]iineat market. ' The first 
move is a better Knowledge as to 
economical calf feeding and the 
teaching of dairymen, who supply 
the veal market, that the calf pre- 
sents a. profitable opportunity for 
convening grass and feeds into 
beef. The knowledge of profitable 
calf feeding is well established, and" 
to be had by all who wish to take 
this advanced, conserving step to- 
wards increasing the beef supply. 
— Lexington Herald.

Capital Valors of Aqrlculture, 

Manufactures and the Railways. 

According to the estimates of the 
national wealth ofche United States 
made by the Bureau of the Census 
the value of the railways increased 
but little more than half aa fast as 
the value of all property from 1890 
to 1904. 

From 1900 to 1910 the capital 
value of agriculture increased from 
$20,439,901,164 to $40,991,449,090; 
the capital value of manufactures 
from $8,975,256,000 to $18,428,- 
270,000; the cost of road and equip- 
ment of the railways from $10,263,- 
813,400 to $14,387,816,099. 

The gross value of the products 
of manufacture increased from 
$11,406,927,000 in 1900 to $20,- 
672,052,000 in 1910. The total 
operating revenues of the railways 
increused from $l,487,044,8t4 to 
$2,7. r .0,667,435. Thus the increase 
of 81.2 per cent in the gross value 
of manufactured products was ac- 
companied by an increase of 105.3 
per tent in manufacturing capital; 
while the increase of 85 per cent in 
the total operating revenues of the 
railways was accompanied by an 
increase of only 40.2 per cent in 
their cost of road and equipment. 

The capital value of agriculture 
includes all farm property, land, 
buildings, implements, machinery, 
and live stock as enumerated by 
the census. The capital value of 
manufactures, as defined by the 
census, includes the value of prop 
erty employed for the purpose of 
production, excepting rented prop- 
erty, but does not include any al- 
lowance for patent rights or good 
will. The capital value of the 
railways used in this comparison is 
the "cost of road and equipment" 
as it stands on their books and as 
reported by them to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

The report of the Bureau of the 
Census for 1900 indicated that the 
gross capitalization of the indus- 
trial combinations then in existence 
was more than twice as great as 
their capital value. The gross 
capitalization of the railways was 
about 12 per cent greater than the 
cost of road and equipment in 1900 
and 28 per cent greater in 1910. 
The net capitalization of the rail- 
ways, which is the amount for 
which they are responsible to the 
public, almost exactly coincided in 
1910 with the cost of road and 
equipment. 

Because of the peculiar nature of 
the industry, it is impracticable to 
arrive at a satisfactory and com- 
parable estimate of the net return 
on the capital in agriculture. The 
greater similarity of the manufac- 
tutingand railway industries per- 
mits estimates of the return on 
capital that in a broad and general 
way are comparable. . Approxi- 
mately, the percentage of net re- 
turn on the capital value of manu- 
factures in 1900 was 17.119 per 
cent and that on the cost of road 
and equipment of the railways 
4.650 per cenk. In 1910, when the 
capital value of manufactures had 
increased 105.3 per cent, the per- 
centage of net return was 12.041 
per cent, while on the cost of road 
t*od equipment of the railways, 
which had increased 40.2 per cent, 
the'percentage of net return was 
5.729 per cent. That is, in 1900 
the percentage of net return on 
capital in manufactures was nearly 
four times as great as that on the 
cost of road and equipment of the 
railways; in 1910 it was over twice 
as great. In both cases the inter- 
est on capital is included in net re- 
turn. 

While these comparisons are 
subject to qualification, it is not 
believed that, were absolutely ac- 
curate and comparable data avail- 
able, there would be any substan- 
tial change in the general conclu- 
sions. 

These facts and figures which 
are based on official statistics of the 
United States Government are 
from the just issued Bulletin No. 
39 of the Bureau of Railway Eco- 
nomics.

OPEN LETTER. 

Frankfort and Covington, Ky., 
October 31st. 1912. 
To His Excellency, Governor James B. 
McCreary; to all Administrative and 
Legislative officers of the State and 
to all citizens of the Commonwealth 
who are interested in equal and uni 
form taxation: 

"Tell my friends to be brave and 
fearless and loyal to the great com 
Don people." 

These last words of my assassinated 
brother, William Goebel, have a sacred 
significance to me and when in Sep 
tember, 1909, I again commenced to 
take an active Interest in our State's 
affairs, it was not to gain political fa- 
vor, for there is no office I would 
have; but it was with hope and con- 
fidence that my work would, during 
the administration of the present state 
officers, open up an opportunity foi 
Kentucky to take up William Goebel's 
work where the assassin's bullet had 
Interrupted it, and in that event every 
department of our government' would 
give thereto by voice and action iuob; 
positive, vigorous and loyal support. 

Relief Mutt Come. 

Necessity for action in the interest 
of the people haB grown as years have 
passed until it has developed into what 
Is to-day a crying shame and from 
which relief must come. 

Too long, altogether too long, has 
there been unjust discrimination 
against the people, unjust and burden- 
some taxation upon the people, as 
compared with what has been required 
to be paid by the big corporations ot 
our State. Corporation lawyers have 
boastlngly salti the death of William 
Goebel was a benefit to the corpora- 
tions. If this was true, the question 
1b, how much longer shall the people 
be held in bondage because of his 
death? 

God knows the corporations now 
suing the State have been able to pro- 
cure (and the word procure is used 
advisedly) immunity long enough from 
paying Mieir just share of the taxes. 

.A hundred million dollar increase 
fal the value of corporation property 
for taxation opens a new era in the 
State's affairs, and has awakened the 
'people, and brought them to a realiza- 
tion" of what has been done to them, 
and there will be a further awaken- 
ing, which will correct abuses equally 
as great as unequal taxation. A true 
awakening of the people has come, 
and henceforth every man who would 
hold office must be a progressive, and 
no Imitation wi'.l satisfy them; they 
Will sweep aside and Into oblivion as 
old chuff any man who hesitates cr 
dares stand In the way of betterment 
of conditions and improvement in ev 
ery way for the whole people. 

Grose Undervaluation. 

No one doubts, had William Goe 
bel been permitted to live, that which 
was done last month by the Board ol 
Valuation and Asessment would have 
been done more than a decade ago, 
and to-day, Instead of the large cor 
poratlons fighting In the courts and 
by sinister methods, eudeavorlug ■ 
perpetuate unjust and unequal taxa- 
tion, to throttle the action of this 
State Taxing Board, the first to act ful- 
ly in the Interest of the people, they 
would long ago huve been paying Into 
the State, county and city treasuries 
their just proportion of taxes. 

It La very evident that In Ken 
tucky, aa In other States, big corpora 
tlons will never pay a cent more ol 
taxes than they are made to pay. 

Take ta* case of the C. ft O. R. K 
In 1911 this road, on Its entire sys 
Urn In Kentucky, paid taxes on a to 
tal valuation of onfy $l>.813.270. where 
as the street railway company of tb« 
«lty of Louisville was made to pay on 
a valuation of IIO.SIHI.OOO. The 0. A 
O. K. H. In 1901 paid taxes on a f ran 
cblae valuation of only fRlTl.lM. ami 
to 1911 on a valuation of only 11.741.

The C, N. O. ft T. P. R. R. In 1901 
paid taxes on a franchise valuation 

of only $3,110,197, and In 1911 on a 
valuation of only $3,669,320, whereas 
the Board found their 1912 assessment 
should be $l(r,674.200. Tbe I. C. In 
1901 paid taxes on a franchise valua- 
tion of only $1,989,870, and In 1911 on 
a valuation of only $4,610,320, where- 
as the Board found their 1912 assess 
ment should be $14,746,867. The L. & 
N. R. R. In 1901 paid taxes on a fran- 
chise valuation of only $6,504,879, and 
in 1911 on a valuation of only $11,- 
899,200, whereas the Board found 
their 1912 assessment should be $45.

The Covington companies in the 
past paid as little, proportionately, as 
did most of the above mentioned com- 
panies, and without exception all 
these companies and the two others 
suing wanted the same assessments 
for 1912 that they had in 1911. The 
Board of Valuation and Assessment 
based their 1912 assessments on con- 
vincing proof of values placed before 
them, and the assessments are uni- 
formly Just and fair, and of the more 
than four hundred corporations as- 
sessed, only seven have protested In 
the courts, and these are among those 
that have always proportionately paid 
the least. 

In the last twelve years the State, 
counties and cities have been robbed, 
and the word robbed is the only word 
that fits the case, of more than ten mil- 
lion dollars in taxes. 

In the years from 1902 to 1911, In- 
clusive, a period of ten years, there 
has been an average Increase In the 
franchise assessments of the four larg- 
est railroads of the State of only 1% 
per cent yearlMfcand this almost un- 
believable record of astonishingly 
small increases was made in the ten 
best years for earnings that the rail 
roadB of this country ever saw. 

The picture here presented of the 
previous Inadequate franchise assess- 
ments is astounding, but when one ex- 
amines into the situation regarding the 
tangible assessments made by Rail- 
road Commissions of the properties of 
six of the corporations now suing the 
State, the word "astounding" is Inade-

and the records show that the t ngible 
property of this company in L892, 
twenty years ago, was assessed at 
$8,019,577. In 1911 notwithstanding 
the extensions made in mileage ol 
road, double tracking of a vast system, 
acquiring much new real estate and 
probably more than doubling Un it 
equipment of engines and . cars i hi 
company's tangible property was as 
sessed at only $6,270,270, or 21% per 
cent less than In 1892, twenty yeart 
ago. 

In 1892 the market price of C. £ O. 
stock was around 11 cents, and to-day 
the stock of this company is selling 
at 81.5 cents, and the capital stock 
has been increased to one hundred 
million dollars. Further comment to 
Bhow thut our state has bt>en lobbed 
Is unuecssary. The tangible property 
ol the C, N. O. ft T. P. R. R. was. as- 
sessed in 1911 for less than it was as 
sessed In 1900, and but little more than 
in 1890. notwithstanding the great im- 
provements made by the company. 
The other railroads have been similar 
ly inadequately assessed ou their taugl 
ble property for many years. , 

In May, 1910, a prominent official of 
one of the companies suing, stated thai 
the special interests had In years past 
controlled tbe state's taxing boards, 
and the records apparently prove b« 
told the truth in that instance. He 
also stated that he would control th« 
present Board of Valuation and As 
sessment, but In this he has proven an

The railroad companies, realizing 
the magnitude of this fight and anx

Ability, known loyulty to the cause, 
i and assured freedom from corporation 
; taint should be the gauge to govern 
In the selection of attorneys to assist 
in the defense of the slate's interests.

One of the most distressing * 

fairs thai ever occurred in Mason 
county, which may have* a fatal

Mr. Gault was arrested and 
placed in the custody of Deputy 
Sheriff Mike Brown, pending the 
result of the injuries to Miss Dunn.

HENRY 

WATSON 

Indicted for Serious 
Crime.— Denies His 
Guilt. 

Tnc Troofcle Grew Oit •! laid 
De«l In JeffersM County. 

An indictment charging larceny 
and embezzlement in the sum of 
12.095.36 was returned by the 
grand jury several days ago 
against Henry Watson, s well 
known lawyer and real estate bro- 
ker of Mt. Sterling, the facts of 
which did not .become public until 
recently when Watson waived ar- 
raignment before Judge James P. 
Gregory in £be Criminal Court, 
pleaded not guilty to the indict- 
ment, and arranged for bail of 
$300. According to the informa- 
tion given out by James P. Ed- 
wards, one of the attorneys in the 
case, Watson came to Louisville 
several weeks ago to close a deal 
for the purchase of a farm in Jeff- 
erson county for Mrs. Bettie 
Knox, of Mt. Sterling, and the in- 
dictment grew out of alleged ille- 
gal methods pursued by Watson 
in negotiating the deal. 

It is charged that he purchased 
a tract of land from George Schus- 
ter for $13,500, and that in com- 
pleting the arrangements with 
Mrs. Knox he claimed that the 
purchase price of the property 
was $15,000. It is further charged 
that Watson claimed that he had 
to use the sum of $600 to bind the 
sale and that further he was forced 
to pay the sum of $559.36 as inter- 
est on notes outstanding against 
the owner of the property before 
he could get possession, both of 
which sums, it is alleged, were 
paid to him by Mrs. Knox. 

After securing a title to the 
property Mrs Knox came to Lou- 
isville and took possession of the 
farm, and a short time later, it is 
charged, she discovered irregular 
proceedings on the part of Wat- 
son. She consulted Attorney Ed- 
wards, and the latter drew an in- 
dictment and presented the facts 
to the grand jury with the result 
that Watson was indicted. Wat- 
son is well known in Mt. Sterling 
and other sections- of Eastern Ken- 
tucky where he has practiced his 
profession for years. 

The case was se* for trial on 
Dceember 10. — Louisville Times. 

We dsire to do Mr. Watson no 
injustice and gladly publish his 
statement of the facts in the case, 
as he claims them to be, taken 
from the Sentinel-Democrat: 

"There is not a word of truth 
in the article that appeared in the 
Louisville Post and other papers 
Thursday afternoon. It is true 
that I traded $16,485.64 worth of 
notes belonging to Mrs. Knox to 
Mr. Schuster for a farm of about 
120 acres in Jefferson county, 
paying $13,600 therefor, and that 
Mr. Schuster paid me the differ- 
ence between the notes and the 
price of the farm, which was #2,- 
885.64, and I paid Mrs. Knox 
every jcent of this money and ev- 
ery cent that was coming to her 
and have her receipt for same, and 
am at a loss to know why she 
should have preferred charges 
agaist me."
